I single, whose video depicts the 
discrimination of a gay couple. 

“I grew up in a society where a 
lot of values were inherited 
from the Catholic Church, and 
its doctrine teaches people to 
be ashamed of those aspects 
about themselves. But 
lovemaking is a very human, 
wonderful thing to do.” While 
his own love life will have to 
wait until things settle down 
(“I’ll be living out of a suitcase 
for the next year”), he’s finally 
made peace with his rapid rise: 
“I’ve just now learned to accept 
it and enjoy it. This is a dream.”

If You Bought an Airline Ticket between 
the U.S. and Asia, Australia, 

New Zealand, or the Pacific Islands, 

You Could Receive Benefits from 
Class Action Settlements 

Settlements have been reached with eight airlines in a class 
action lawsuit involving the price of airline tickets. The Settling 
Defendants are: Air France; Cathay Pacific; Japan Airlines; 
Malaysian Airlines; Qantas; Singapore Airlines; Thai Airways; 
and Vietnam Airlines. 

The lawsuit continues against five Non-Settling Defendant 
airlines: Air New Zealand; All Nippon Airways (“ANA”); China 
Airlines (Taiwan); EVA Airways; and Philippines Airlines. 

What is the case about? 

The lawsuit claims that the Defendants agreed to fix prices on 
tickets for transpacific air travel. As a result, ticket purchasers 
may have paid more than was necessary. The Settling Defendants 
deny the allegations, and deny that they have any liability. The 
Defendant airlines also deny liability, although ANA has pled 
guilty to fixing the prices of certain discounted tickets. 

Am I included? 

You are included if: (1) you bought a ticket for air travel from one 
of 26 airlines; (2) the ticket included at least one flight segment 
between the U.S. and Asia or Oceania; and (3) your purchase 
was made between January 1, 2000 and the present. A more 
complete description of eligibility requirements is available at 
the website or by calling the toll-free number. 

What do the Settlements provide? 

The Settling Defendants have agreed to pay $39,502,000 (the 
“Settlement Fund”). Money will not be distributed yet, and will 
be distributed pursuant to a Plan of Allocation approved by the 
Court. Additional information is available on the website below. 
Class Counsel will pursue the lawsuit against the Non-Settling 
Defendants. 

Class Counsel have not requested attorneys’ fees and 
reimbursement of costs at this time but will do so in connection 
with the final approval hearing. For the current Settlements, 
Class Counsel will request up to one-third of the Settlement 
Fund plus up to $7,500 for each of the class representatives. 
Class Counsel has asked the Court to set aside an additional $3 
million of the Settlement Fund to cover future expenses. 

How can I get benefits? 

Submit a Claim Form online or by mail. The earliest deadline 
to file a claim is September 19, 2015, but you will have until 
120 days after the Settlements become final and effective to file 
your claim. 

What are my rights? 

If you do nothing, you will be bound by the Settlements and 
the Court’s decisions. If you want to keep your right to sue the 
Settling Defendants you must exclude yourself from the classes 
by April 17, 2015. If you stay in the classes, you may object 
to the Settlements by April 17, 2015. The Court will hold a 
hearing on May 22, 2015 to consider whether to approve the 
Settlements. You or your own lawyer may appear at the hearing 
at your own expense, but you do not have to attend.

Muslim Students Shot Over a Parking Space? 

Families and friends of the three slain North Carolina college 
students want the murders treated as possible hate crimes 


Craig Stephen Hicks, 46, of Chapel Hill, N.C., has been indicted 
on three counts of first-degree nnurder in the Feb. 10 deaths 
of Deah Shaddy Barakat, 25, his wife, Yusor Mohamnnad Abu-Salha, 
21, and her sister Razan Mohamnnad Abu-Salha, 19. So far, police 
and the suspect s wife say the shooting near the University of North 
Carolina’s Chapel Hill campus grew out of a parking dispute. But 
the victims’ families have alleged that Hicks targeted his neighbors 
because of their Muslim faith— and they want the deaths treated 
as hate crimes. (At a Feb. 11 news conference, Hicks’s wife, Karen, 
insisted her husband “believed . . . everyone is equal. 

It doesn’t matter what you look like or who you are or 
what you believe.”) For now, the incident remains 
under review. “Whether it’s a hate crime or not doesn’t 

really change the fact Murder is the worst charge 

you can get in North Carolina,” Chapel Hill Police 
Lt. Joshua Mecimore tells People. “We’re still in the 
very early stages of this investigation.”

aya Kyle has vowed to be in the 
Stephenville, Texas, court- 
room every day of the murder 
trial of Eddie Ray Routh, the 
ex-Marine who killed her hus- 
band, Chris Kyle. She has sat 
through gut-wrenching testi- 
mony about the crime scene, 
where Chris was found facedown in the 
dirt with six bullet wounds, listened to 
Routh's voice-mail messages for her 
husband— “Hey, brother, give me a 
shout, man,” he said on Jan. 28, 2013— 
and testified tearfully as she recalled her 
final exchange with her husband, whose 
2012 autobiography inspired the Oscar- 
nominated American Sniper: “We 
said we loved each other and kissed and 
hugged like we always did.” On Feb. 16 
she watched as Routh confessed on tape 
to the Feb. 2, 2013, killings of Chris and 
his friend Chad Littlefield, both of 
whom had taken Routh to a shooting 
range in an effort to help him cope with 
his alleged post- traumatic stress disor- 
der. “1 don't know what 1 was thinking,” 
Routh says in the chilling video, which 
was recorded hours after the murders. 
“1 guess there needs to be more thinking 
in the world than hurting people.” 

For Taya, 40, revisiting the circum- 
stances surrounding her husband's 
tragic death at age 38 has been a gruel- 
ing ordeal. She has made no secret of her 
feelings about Routh's use of the insanity 
defense, which is expected to include the 
claim that he was suffering from PTSD. 
“To try and even find an excuse is disgust- 
ing,” she told the Los Angeles Times in 
January. “1 know people with PTSD, 
and it's very real and very hard. But it 
doesn't change your core character.” 

As the trial presses on, prosecutors 
have painted a portrait of Routh, 27, as 
troubled and insecure. “1 shot them 
because they wouldn't talk to me,” he 
said of Kyle and Littlefield after his 
arrest, according to testimony by for- 
mer Erath County deputy Gene Cole: 
“[He said], T was just riding in the back- 
seat of the truck and nobody would talk 
to me.' ” In the stunning video confes- 
sion, Routh admits to using marijuana 
the day of the shootings and says he 
knows what he did was wrong— a key

Defense attorneys say Routh was an 

anguished veteran suffering from "severe 
psychosis" whom doctors had previously 
deemed likely to cause harm to himself 
or others. His uncle James Watson tes- 
tified that after Routh was discharged 
from the Marines, "I noticed that he just 
kind of lost his desire for life." 

When his mother, who worked at the 
school the two Kyle children attended, 
asked Chris for help with her son, he 
agreed. But soon after meeting Routh 
on the morning of Feb. 2, 2013, he and 
Littlefield, 35— who, like Chris, "had a 
passion for helping veterans," as Little- 
field's mom, Judy, testified— felt uneasy. 
"This dude is straight up nuts," Chris 
texted Chad on the drive to the Rough 
Creek Lodge, to which Chad replied, 
"He's right behind me. Watch my 6" 
(military jargon for "watch my back"). 

Those who arrived first at the crime 
scene offered a horrific account. "This 
was a brutal killing," testified Texas 
Ranger Danny Briley. "You know when 
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you have this num- 
ber of gunshots on 
a body— you can't 

accidentally shoot someone that many 
times. It just doesn't happen." 

After the killings, Routh drove through 
Taco Bell in Chris's black Ford F-350 
and stopped at the home of Watson, who 
testified that his nephew said, "I'm driv- 
ing a dead man's truck." He was captured 
a few hours later after leading police on 
a high-speed chase. In his confession he 
alternated between remorse— "I'm just 
sorry for what I've done"— and ram- 
blings. When asked about meeting 
Kyle, he said, "It seems like every time 
I talk to a man named Chris, I end up 
talking to the wolf. The ones in the sky 
and the ones that lie." He also bragged 
about his superior shooting skills: "His 
training was good, but my training had 
been better my whole life." 

Prosecutors have waived the death 
penalty in the case, and if Routh is found 
not guilty by reason of insanity— adefense 
that is rarely successful— he will be sentto 
a mental-health facility. For Taya a guilty 
verdict is the only one that will bring 
justice. "We all suffer. It's part of life," 
she wrote in a Valentine's Day Facebook 
post. "The blessing is, while evil exists, 
divinity does too— and it is stronger."

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She’s still not wearing many maternity 

dresses, but as Princess Kate sails into 
her third trimester with Royal Baby 
No. 2, all eyes are on her burgeoning 
bump. Kate, 33, showed off her new sil- 
houette in an ivory wool Max Mara coat 
as she helped paint a mural in Ports- 
mouth Feb. 12. “She’s managed to stay 
looking dainty while showing little sign 
of the swollen ankles or puffy faces that 
plague many mums-to-be,” says Cathy 
Ranson, the editor in chief of Net- 
mums, one of the U.K.’s top parenting 
sites. And while her bump is similar 
in size to that in her first pregnancy 
with Prince George, “I think she’s car- 
rying a bit wider,” says Zita West, a 
pregnancy expert and midwife whose 
client list includes actress Kate Winslet 
and Prince William’s aunt Sophie Wes- 
sex.

Some things about married life just 
take getting used to. For many newly- 
weds, learning to share space with 
another person is one of them. But for 
Jessa Duggar Seewald, it's sharing with 
only one other person that's the tough 
part. “One thing I've had to adjust to," 
she says, snuggled up with her hus- 
band, Ben, on a love seat in their cozy 
Springdale, Ark., home, “is not having 
my siblings around— especially my 
sisters, because we are so close. I 
thought it would be hard, missing my 
family, but I didn't know how special 
those sisterhoods are." She pauses and 
gives Ben a quick, tight squeeze. “But I 
am so happy to be married to you." 

However much she misses her sprawl- 
ing family, Jessa, 22, who rose to fame as 
one of the more outspoken of TLC's 19 
Kids & Counting, is bliss- 
fully charting a new 
course with Ben, 19. The 
couple's ultraconserva- 
tive courtship (no kissing 
until marriage, hand- 
holding until engagement 
or PDA beyond “side- 
hugs") was chronicled on 
the series, which pre- 
mieres its ninth season 


Feb. 17, and more than 
1,000 guests attended their wedding at 
the F irst Baptist Church in nearby Ben- 
tonville. And when the pair decided not 
to seal their union with a kiss at the altar 


but instead did so in private, it became 
national news. “I didn't think it would 


be that big of a deal," says Jessa. “This 
was our first kiss, and we'd never done it 
before. We didn't want to be a specta- 


cle." Adds Ben: “We 
wanted people to see the 
spiritual part of marriage 
and not be so focused on 
critiquing our kissing." 

Marrying into afamous 
clan means facing 
scrutiny— something that 
Jessa, the third daughter 
of Jim Bob, 49, and 
Michelle Duggar, 48, is 
helping her husband understand. It's a 
journey they aren't afraid to make, and 
her parents agree they're up to the task. 
“We are so excited, as we have watched 
Ben and Jessa join their lives together," 
says Michelle. “As parents, it thrills our 
hearts." Adds Jessa: “I'm so happy I get 
to be married to this man and spend 
every day with him." 


Thanks to millions of viewers, the 

Duggars are used to having every aspect 
of their lives scrutinized— and they don't 
flinch at controversy. The family is 
unabashed about their views on birth 
control (the senior Duggars say they 
leave the number of children they have 
“up to God" and are open to having still 
more), homeschooling (all the Duggar 
children were taught at home), finance 
(they believe in staying completely debt- 
free) and faith (they follow a strict fun- 
damentalist Christian doctrine). Those 
are beliefs Ben and Jessa fully embrace 
and express on social media. Last June 
Ben posted a photo of Jessa wielding an 
automatic rifle on Facebook, captioned 
#Don'tmesswith Jessa, and in Septem- 
ber, after visiting the Holocaust Memo- 
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rial Museum in Washington, D.C., Jessa 
compared Hitler's genocide to abortion 
in an Instagram post. The comments 
were lambasted by critics, but she is 
unbowed. Hot-button social media 
messages are mixed in with a blend of 
Bible verses, smoothie recipes and 
playful couple shots. “Our faith is the 
core of our lives,” she explains. “If that's 
what I believe, it is a free 
country. I should be able to 
get on social media and say 
what I think. If you don't like 
it, click unfollow.'' 


Away from the spotlight— 

and their social feeds— the 
Seewalds are in many ways 
like other newly married 



couples, nesting in Springdale, minutes 
away from Jessa's parents' house and 
about 30 miles away from her sister Jill, 
23, who is expecting her first baby with 
husband Derick Dillard, 25, in weeks 
(see sidebar). After a lO-day European 
honeymoon in Paris, Rome and Venice, 
the pair moved into a two-bedroom, 
one-bath house owned by Jessa's 


grandmother Mary Duggar and remod- 
eled by the family. Ben, who works 
doing house repairs and maintenance 
for Jim Bob, has finished a college asso- 
ciate's degree and is now considering 
going to a seminary and possibly 
becoming the pastor of his own church. 
“Working for my father-in-law is not 
too bad,'' Ben says. “He's a good boss.

The very irsttime Ben and Jessa kissed, it was in 
private, away from the guests at their wedding. Days 
later, the bride posted a lip-lock on Instagram that irked 
some conservative Christians. The Seewalds stand by 
the sensuous shot. “People made a big deal of us not 
kissing at the wedding,” says Jessa. “So we put this out 
there.” Her parents, Jim Bob and Michelle, posted a kiss 
of their own in support. Adds Ben: “It was innocent.” 
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Working with friends and brothers-in- 
law is fun; we're pretty close.” Being 
part of the family business is “not as 
common as it used to be ” says Jessa, 
“but I think it is really cool and builds 
tight family bonds.” 

Not surprisingly starting a family of 
their own is something they discussed 
early and often. Perhaps more surpris- 
ingly so was adoption. “Even before we 
were married, we wanted to adopt,” 
says Jessa, who has described herself as 
a “bit of a nonconformist” in her family. 
Recently the couple explored begin- 


ning the process and discovered they 
had to be married for two years before 
moving forward with bringing a child 
home.

know their reproductive future is some- 
thing that millions of fans— and some of 
their siblings— are relentlessly curious 
about. At a recent visit back at her par- 
ents' home, Jessa was faced with hard 
questions from little sister Jordyn, 6. 
“She asked if I was pregnant, and I said, 
'No, I'm not,"' Jessa says. “And then she 
said, 'Well, you look pregnant!' ” Ben 
laughs as his wife cringes. “We fight 
about this. Jessa thinks she's fat, but she 
doesn't remember all the times people 
tell her that she looks great. And her sis- 
ter is used to people in the family getting 
married and being pregnant right away.

“It's not really arguing,” Ben says. His 
wife agrees: “It's just doing things dif- 
ferently. You have to get used to it.” 

If it all sounds too good to be true, 
remember that the Seewalds have only 
been married for three months. But 
they seem determined to practice what 
they preach for the long haul. “Ben is a 
very sensitive guy, and he looks out for 
my feelings,” says Jessa. Recently Ben 
cooked his wife dinner and served her 
a love letter with the meal. “Your smile 
brightens my spirit,” he wrote, “like the 
first gleams of sunrise after a crisp 
autumn night in the Arkansas Ozarks.”

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He Turned 
Migrant Kids 
into Champions 

JIM WHITE TRANSFORMED HIS SMALL TOWN 

BY COACHING YOUNG MEN TO RUN FAST 
AND DREAM BIG. NOW HOLLYWOOD IS 

TELLING HIS INSPIRING STORY % JOHNNY DODD 


J im White retired from coach- 
ing cross-country at McFar- 
land High School more than a 
decade ago, but he still shows 
up for practice plenty of after- 
noons, pedaling his bicycle alongside 
the team as they run through the cen- 
tral California town's dusty streets and 
out into fields lined with orchards and 
vegetables. '1 try and give the kids the 
best I can," says White, 73, “and I expect 
them to give me their best." 

That approach helped make history: 
During White's two decades as coach, 
the McFarland High team— composed 
mainly of the children of immigrant 
farmworkers— won an unprecedented

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nine state championships. With each 
win, White and his star runners opened 
the door for hundreds of kids to dream 
of bigger things than picking almonds 
and avocados. '1 never set out to leave 
a legacy,” says White, whose story 
inspired the new movie McFarland, 
USA, starring Kevin Costner. “I just 
wanted to make a difference.” 

He did. Known affectionately as 
''Blanco” among his students— most of 
whom spent summers and weekends 
working the fields alongside their par- 
ents— White first came up with the idea 
of starting a cross-country team in 1980 
after noticing the natural talent of sev- 
eral of his high schoolers. Before long 


coaching became a year-round 
endeavor, and he could often be found 
paying for running shoes and even food 
for his cash-strapped runners. "He 
would dish out more money than what 
the school was paying him,” says for- 
mer student Danny Diaz, 43, who is 
now a high school counselor. "He was 
coaching 365 days a year.” 

In between the workouts and long 
miles. White would drill— and still does— 
a simple mantra into their heads. "I tell 
them, 'Attitude is everything,'” he says. 
His runners see him as more than a 
coach. "He was a father figure,” recalls 
former team member Johnny 
Samaniego, 42, who now coaches the 


girls' basketball team for the school. "He 
was the first person to take me to abowl- 
ing alley, a pizza parlor or to the movies.” 

White's motivational philosophy has 
had a profound effect on generations of 
locals. "A lot of us wanted to aspire to be 
like him,” says Diaz. "He put the foot- 
prints where we should follow.” 

But White considers his former stu- 
dents the true champions. McFarland 
Mayor Manuel Cantu recently chatted 
with White about plans for a plaque 
honoring the team's achievements. 
"The only problem was that Jim didn't 
want his name on it,” recalls Cantu. "He 
told me, 'I want the kids to have the 
credit. They're the ones who ran.' ” •
